TiTLo Chairmiin said ituiVdi'cled Iiiiu Rri'.'U 
nl^Asure to meet so iimny of his foUow- 
oitweas fe.-uiglit, whilst ho regretted (ho 
ab^enoeof tbeirrepresoiitatives. He had re- 
ceived a note last night from Mr. DeCosmo.H 
naking him to post))ono the meeting; but 
ho (the Chairman) had replied that bo 
could not postpone a meeting called in the 
regular manner in which thia. had been 
called.

The Repulse at Honolrilti' 

On the ICth June. Hear Admiral Charles 
F. Hillyar, C. B. , and' the offlei-s of H;^M. 

S. Eepulse, were formallj- presenled to 
', His ]\lajo!<ty the King. In being presont- 
'Cd, .\dniirul llillyar congratulated His 
Majesty upon his accession, slating that 
he liad coiiio for that express jmrpose. 
i)u Juno 25th the King visited the lie- 
pnl8e,accompnnied by his Ministers, ic, 
/and was the recipient of tho usual honors 
■ and courteous atteiiti(jns.',Two days later 
the King, his Ministers of State, and tlio 
American Minister, together with other 
distiiignisiied personages, wore entertain- 
ed on board the llcpul.si!. During tho 
evening, after dinner, the theatrical com- 
pany of the Repulse gave an exhibition, 
which ail'orded much amusement to tho 
gusts. On leaving tho ship was lit up 
with blue lights, ].irescnting a most bril- 
liant apiioaran.!e, as though tho enlii-o 
rigging and sjiars wore one mass of 
'lights, while tho relloctidn lighted 
the sea for miles around. 

Two subsequent entertainments took 
place on board; and on the 26th His Ma- 
jesty gave a ball at the palace to Ailniiral 
Hillyar and liis ollicers, at which over 
live huiidn!d guests wore present. It is 
described as tho must brilliant alYivii- of 
tho kind ever witnessed at ]Ion<jlulu. 
On Monday, Juno 30ih, a public meeting 
of natives' Avas held at Kaumaka(nil 
Church. Mr. Rhodes made a speech, 
warning the peo'pio against annexation 
and doiiouiM.ung the United States. At 
the ('h)se of his address resolutions were 
j passed opi)Osi iif; aiinexntiiin in general 
I and the cession ofl'i-arl Kiver territory in 
I particular. A resolution was subsequent- 
ly offered banishing the Hon.B.'N.Castle',' 
a declared annexationist, from the King- 
dom. 

A New Veoktadle. — It is a native of 
Saharanpore. India, and belongs to tho 
radish triba, but unlike that esculent, the 
seed pods (not the root) are eatan. Under 
favorable circumstan"es, they attain an 
immen.so size, sometimes growing as much 
as three inches in one night. Although 
coming from very warm climate, it can 
bo cultivated in any ordinary eliinato in 
this latitude, whioli has b.^en proved this 
year. Thia vegetuble can be used in va- 
rious ways. Tlio seed, when sown, easily 
vegetates, and in about eight weeks tho 
plants (lower profusely, and i)roduco ex- 
traordinary filiqiias pods, which are very 
remarkable from their attaining the enor- 
mous length of about three foot. These 
pods have a most agreeable flavor, and, 
when about half grown, can be eaten in 
the same way as roots of the common 
radish. In salads they 'vill be highly es- 
teemed. They make a good piclile. It 
is, however, when the puds fire boiled that 
they are most didicious, eating liko mar- 
row, and having a most dolic^ato flavor, 
i'hoy should be served on toast. A\'hoii 
the plants aro tied upright they have a 
.--ingiilar appearance, as {^ach plant pro- 
duces from twenty to thirty pods, .some 
hanging quite straight, others twisteii or 
twirled into fantastic shapes. The plant 
was introduced in this country by Mr. 
Chas ij. Si;'ullboiie, of the Royal Oak, 
now growing in liis garden, and is well 
worthy of inspection. ^ ,t,.'(
